Harsh  Regulation 


A LTHOUOH  getting  married  wa.s  the 
^ cause  of  all  the ‘trouble,  the  six  young 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  officers 
dismissed  from  the  fon'e  In  Alberta  tech- 
nically were  not  disciplined  on  that 
account.  They  were  di.scharged,  as  others 
have  been  In  the  past,  for  knowingly  dis- 
obeying an  RCMP  regulation  Tlial  dis- 
tinctlon  should  be  understood  by  people 
Inclined  to  let  sentiment  Influence  their 
view  of  this  unfortunate  incident. 

The  rules  of  the  force  do  not  |>ormit 
a recruit  to  marry  uithoiif  the  coasent 
of  superior  authority  until  he  has  com- 
pleted five  years  of  s<»rvice  Young  men 
who  elect  to  foin  the  force  are  Infoimed 
of  that  condition  and  accept  it  voluntarily. 
They  are  also  made  aware  of  the  |)enaliy 
provided  for  di.sobedlence.  The  conduct 
of  these  six  officers  therefore  cannot  be 
condoned,  though  their  self-induced  mis- 
fortune aroii.ses  .sympathy, 

Instances  of  a similar  nature  in  the 
past  have  been  Isolated  and  so  have  not 
attracted  notice  The  fact  that  six  officers

Centenary 

IT  has  pleased  the  government  to  endorse 
1R.>R  as  the  hiiih  date  of  the  province 
and  to  that  end  an  offi<*ial  committee  will 
make  aiTangemeni.s  to  celebrate  a KXMh 
anniversary  two  yeai-s  hence.  This  choice 
plays  loosely  with  hi.*tory  and  no  other 
state  would  inincale  Its  existence  by 
chopping  off  its  earliest  nine  years,  hut 
at  least  the  proposed  festival  makes  amend 
for  past  m'clect.  The  felicity  of  Inviting 
Prinres.s  Margaret  to  attend  the  “cen- 
tenary'’ o<*rasion  of  19.i8.  also  is  an 
Imaginative  stroke  that  should  offset  the 
amhiguiiies.  Unless  the  history  hooks  are 
to  be  altered,  which  presumahly  is 
iinllkriy.  these  will  refle<i  the  actual 
course  of  evenf.s  which  led  to  the  creation 
of  British  rolumhia  a.s  an  entity. 

Sludent.s  of  such  matters  will  quickly 
realize  that  the  province  had  its  sovereign 
beginnings  In  1RI9  when  the  colony  of 
Vancouver  Island  w,^s  formed;  that  growth 
spilled  onto  the  mainland  and  caused  the 
founding  of  a separate  colony  called 
British  Columbia  In  18.58;  and  that  these 
two  colonies  weix*  united  as  one  In  18Hf 
under  the  name  of  the  latter.  If  is  the 


Ottawa  this  week,  that  the  rule  is  out  of 
touch  with  the  times  and  -houjd  l<e  mf»di- 
fied.

The  private  as  well  as  tlie  official  side 
of  a policeman’s  life  mu.s!  be  a)>ove 
reproach,  and  so  the  RCMP  has  a respon- 
sibility to  see  that  its  officers  do  not 
eontract  unwise  or  disi*epufahle  mar- 
dageA-  Th<»  for*e.  however.  U thereby 
attempting  to  regulate  natural  instincts, 
and  it  is  fi'^t  xs  important  that  the 
rules  should  encourage  neither  irregular 
alliances  nor  secret  disobedience.
